City Raises Millage 2.5 Monday 
To Meet $1,732,615 Budget 


The Belle Glade City Com- 
mission Monday voted an in- 
crease of 2.5 mills for city 
taxes. 

This increase will bring in 
approximately” $75,000 in ad- 
ditional revenue for a total 
from ad valorium taxes of 
$392,265 from the total 13 
mills. 

The total budget 
1968 is $1,732,615. 

When the budget was read, 
Claude Jones asked if the 2.5 
mill increase was necessary, 
saying that the taxpayers of 
Palm Beach County and Belle 
Glade were at the saturation 
point in property taxes. Other 
taxpayers who registered their 
objections by saying amen to 
Jone's statment were James С. 
Collins, J. K. Baker, Norman 
Nicks, Charles Nicks, J. R. 
Faulk, Roy Litchfield, Roe 
Steele, W. S. Ingram, Wil- 
liam Greer and Elmo Williams 

Collins asked if there. was 
not any other way to increase 
the city's revenue other than 
raising the millage. 

Mayor Bill J. Bailey said 
that the commissioners have 
studied the budget carefully 
and investigated all sources of 
revenue. 

It is significant,” he said, 
“that we have not had to raise 
the millage in the past four 
years.” 

The commission was able to 
keep a constant millage, he 
said, because the growth of 
the town had provided the ad- 
ditional revenue each year for 
the city to function properly. 

The City Manager Tevis 
Huguely and Frank Ander- 
son, finance director, pared the 
budget before presenting it to 
the commission and then com- 
missioners had pared if even 
more, Bailey said 

Jones suggested to the com- 
mission that if they gave the 
budget to a committee of five 
selected from the audience 
that in а week they could pare 
off the additional $75,000 зо 
that taxes will not have to be 
raised. “We will even keep 
Charlies 10 man increase,” he 
said. 

“Charlies increase,” refer- 
red to an additional 10 men 
to be hired by the police de- 
partment by Chief of Police 
Charles Р. Goodlett. The po- 
lice budget was raised this year 
about $80,000 @^а total of 
$257.015.

‘The Palm Beach County Commission Tuesday ordered the 
drawing of a resolution that would give unamious support to 
the efforts to four-lane State Road 80. 

Commissioner E. W. “Bud” Weaver, Glades representa- 
tive, took to the Commission last week's edition of THE BELLE 
Grane HeraLo which asked for such support. 

The resolution was ordered drawn for adoption at the next 
regular meeting. 

Some Commissioners, Weaver said, questioned the par- 
tisanship feeling expressed in the Editorial but objections were 
quickly overcome when Weaver, the only Democrat on the 
Commission, said that Republicans had written the editorial 
and that both parties were working together for the road in 
the Glades. 

The Editorial stated in part: 

“We do not have the unanimous backing of our own coun- 
ty commission, so how do we expect those outside of our county 
to be interested. Certainly it is not too much for Glades citi- 
zens to expect that the County Commission make a formal 
statement backing the efforts of the Canal Safety Hazards Com- 
mittee and the Tri-County State Road 80 Committee. 

“If Ыз backing is being withheld because political mo- 
tives, it is sad indeed. It would have made little difference to 
those who have perished, to what party the persons belonged, 
that could help prevent future fatalities.” 

The party issue arose when Weaver, who is Chairman of 
the Tri-County State Road 80 group criticized Governor Kirk 
at a meeting of the group. The comments were prefaced by a 
statement by Weaver that he was speaking as an individual, 
not for the Committee. 

However: Commission member Gainer resigned from the 
Committee in protest. The Commission's action Monday giving 
unanimous support to the work of the four-laning effort will 
help the two groups to proceed in their program of calling 
attention to the needs of State Road 80.

Looking back at the Na- 
tional Conference for New 


Politics held in Chicago early 
this fall, Americans can see 
in this strange and terrible 
gathering the unleashing of the 
forces of unreason (to put it 
mildly) in our society.

ple, the position of the Black 
Caucus that “white civilizing 
committees be established in all 
white communities to civilize 
and' humanize the savage and

Any catleman from the 
United States visiting an Aus- 
trailian cattle station (ranch) 
for the first time most certain- 
ly will be impressed by its vast 
grazing lands and remoteness 
of location. 

One gets the feeling of be- 
ing transported back in time, to 
the American West of the late 
1800's, with its wildness of ter- 
rain, untamed herds of roam- 
ing cattle and lack of modern 
conveniences, 

There із а great majesty in 
the wild, untamed reaches of 
the Australian bush country, 
where beef cattle ranching is 
а way of life, more so than a 
profitable industry, 

The inhabitants of the back 
country are sturdy, strong- 
willed men and women who 
are true pioneers, in every 
sense of the word. 

Like the men and women 
who tamed our American far 
West, the people of the North- 
ern Territory and Queensland, 
where the beef cattle indus 
try thrives have migrated 
from countries throughout the 
world. 

They, have chosen to remain 
on ranches ranging from sev- 
eral hundred to several hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres, 
far from even the smallest 
towns, to build new lives for 
themselves and bringing civili- 
ation to a virgin continent. 

Many of us on this years 
Florida Agricultural Goodwill 
Tour have friends and acquain- 
tances from the State of Flori- 
da who have pioneered cattle 
raising in Australia. 

Such families who have had, 


this pioneer spirit are the 
Radebaughs, the Townsends 
and the Dudas. 


All are well-known Florida 
cattle raising families, who 
have contributed to the expan- 
sion of Florida's cattle indus- 
try and who helped to gain 
the prominence it enjoys іп 
the nation today, 

These American families, 
and others like them from Cali- 
fornia and other cattle States, 
are settled near Darwin in the 
extreme northern tip of Aus- 
tralia, 

They аге building great herds 
of quality cattle, by improving 
the blood lines of wild cattle 
caught on the millions of acres 
of open range. 

This is being accomplished 
through a selective process, of 
retaining the best of the wild 
herds for intorporation into 
new herds while the older bulls 
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Power militants are taken firm- ga, 


ly in hand.

and undesirable cows are sold. 

A conservative estimate, I 
believe, would place the num- 
ber of acres of cattle raising 
land now being worked by 
Florida cattle families at or 
near five million acres, 

The Townsend family, for- 
merly from Wauchula їп Polk 
County, are developing a half- 
million acres and their land 
is estimated to have a herd 
capacity of between 40,000 
and 50,000 head. They have а 
herd of 6,000 head at present. 

The fertile soil of Austra- 
lia's vast open ranges and the 
lush pasture grasses are con- 
tributing to the build-up of a 
cattle industry which some- 
day will pose a real threat to 
America's — and Florida's 
beef cattle industries. 

Given a few more years, 
and under the tutelege of fam. 
ilies such as the Townsends, 
Dudas and Radebaughs, Aus- 
tralia’s beef cattle export trade 
will increase tremendously. 

Marketing programs of the 
Australian governmen are gear 
ed toward this end and, with 
the low ad valorem taxes, chea- 
per labor and availability of 
vast tracts of land for develop- 
ment, Australia is becoming 
more and more a desirable lo- 
cation for American cattle- 
men with capital to invést, 

During 1966 her export trade 
with Japan leaped from $470.4 
million the previous year, to 

588.4 million. Japan, which 
now buys an estimated 20 per- 
cent of America's agricultural

To Area Schools 


Instructional Television will 
soon be a reality for all Glades 
public schools, it is announced 
by County Superintendent Ro- 
bert W. Fulton. 

The County School Board 
has let а contract for con- 
struction of a ТУ trasmitting 
tower on a site adjacent to the 


Pahokee-Belle Glade High- 
way. Low bidder was the Jer- 
rold Electronics, Inc., of Phil- 


adelphia, and the contract in- 
cludes the closed circuit wiring 
of all Glades schools. 

The contract, which is for 
$204,209, calls for its com- 
pletion in 150 days “and we 
hope to be on the air in the 
Glades sometime during the se- 
cond semester of this school 
year,” Fulton said. The con- 
tract also covers construction 
of another tower at Riviera 
Beach, and the closed circuit 
wiring of a majority of schools 
in the north coastal area of the 
county 

LTV. will not be used as a 
substitute for teachers, but as 
a teacher's aid.
